Nixon Honors Russian War Dead 
At Leningrad After Agreement 
LENINGRAD (AP) — His 
head slightly bowed, President 
Nixon 
walked 
slowly 
and 
silently past the mass graves of 
a half million Russians who 
died in World War II's 900-day 
siege of Leningrad, then said 
quietly, “We hope it is never 
repeated . . . ” 
His comment came within 12 
hours after he signed in the 
Kremlin the first-step accord to 
curb the superpower nuclear 
arms 
race. 
The 
President 
paused in bis summit talks to­ 
day to fly on a Russian airliner 
to this former imperial capital 
devastated in the Nazi siege of 
194144. 
Beneath a leaden gray sky 
and with rain {frizzling lightly 
onto green mounds covering 
mass graves, Nixon and Soviet 
President 
Nikolai 
Podgorny 
placed a red and white wreath 
at the base of The Tomb of The 
Unknown Soldier of Leningrad. 
The two presidents then re­ 
traced their steps along the 200- 
yard walkway between the 
graves to the.entrance of Pis- 
karyev 
Memorial 
Cemetery. 
There, as an umbrella was held 
above his head, Nixon sat to 
write in the cemetery’s guest 
book: 
“To Tanya and all the heroin­ 
es of Leningrad,” followed by 
his signature.

Besides Podgorny, Nixon was 
accompanied to Leningrad by 
Anatoly Dobrynin, Soviet am­ 
bassador to the United States, 
Vasily Kuznetsov, first deputy 
foreign minister, and the U.S.

Besides Mrs. Nixon, the only 
woman in tne official party was 
Mrs. Dobrynin.

Nixon, Brezhnev Sign 
Historic Nuclear Accord 


MOSCOW CAP) - President 
Nixon and Soviet Communist 
party chief Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
leaders of the world's two nu­ 
clear giants, have signed his­ 
toric accords to limit their 
mighty missile stockpiles and 
pledged to seek complete dis­ 
arm ament in the years ahead. 
The first step back from, the 
spiraiing arms race that began 
in the ashes of Hiroshima a 
generation ago came 46 min­ 
utes before midnight Friday in 
the glitter of a Czarist palace 
in the Kremlin. 
There Nixon and Brezhnev, 
on the fifth day of their sum.mil 
talks, placed their signatures 
on a treaty limiting deployment 
of defensive missiles and on a 
five-year executive agreement 
restricting offensive missiles. 
Under the treaty, which re­ 
quires 
Senate 
confirmation, 
both sides will have the same 
number of defensive missile 
sites and launchers. Under the 
companion 
executive 
agree­ 
ment, the Soviets will have a 
numerical edge in long-range 
land-and-sea 
based offensive 
missiles. 
With the strategic arms limi­ 
tation agreements wrapped up, 
Nixon paused in his summit ne­ 
gotiations today to fly to the 
scenic former capital of Lenin­ 
grad, known as St. Petersburg 
in the days of the Czars, for 
eight hours oí sightseeing. 
Such international issues as 
Vietnam and the Middle East 
still are dangling—and almost 
certainly won’t be resolved at 
the summit. But Nixon will re­ 
turn to an election-year Amer­ 
ica on Thursday with a major 
foreign policy triumph on his 
record. 
That triumph—the arms ac­ 
cords—contains 
these 
major 
provisions: 
—Both nations will have only 
two antiballistic missile sites, 
with no more than 100 defen­ 
sive missile launchers on each. 
One U.S. site will be the one 
under construction near Grand 
Forks, N.D. The other will be 
r.ear Washington. D C. One So­ 
viet site will be the one in place 
around Moscow. The other will 
be at least 780 miles away from 
the Russian capital. Neither na­ 
tion will be allowed to start 
construction of additional fixed, 
land-based intercontinental bal­ 
listic missile launchers after 
July 1. The United States now 
has 1,054 ICBM launchers; the 
Soviets have 1,618. However, 
U.S. officials said the two na­ 
tions remain at rough parity in 
over-all nuclear punch. The 
United States has a 3-1 edge in 
the number of offensive missile 
warheads, although the Soviets 
have roughly a 3-1 edge in total 
megatons, 
—U.S. 
officials 
said 
the 
agreements provide for no on­ 
site inspection to verify com­ 
pliance with the limits. But 
they expressed confidence ade­ 
quate verification is possible 
with spy satellites. 
—The United States may 
have no more than 710 subma­ 


rine-based long-range missile 
launchers—it now has 656—on 
no more than 44 modern ballis­ 
tic missile-firing submarines. It 
now has 42 such submarines. 
—The Soviets may have no 
more than 950 long-range sub­ 
marine-based missile launch­ 
ers—it now has about 700—on 
no more than 62 modern mis­ 
sile-firing submarines, it now 
has 25 such submarines in serv­ 
ice and another 18 under con­ 
struction. 
—Under a complex formula, 
U.S. officials say the Soviets 


can reach their maximum al­ 
lowable submarine-based forea 
only by giving up 210 land- 
based intercontinental ballistic 
missiles, cutting the land-based 
strength to 1,408. 
The treaty curbing deploy­ 
ment of defensive missiles—an­ 
tiballistic missiles, or ABMs— 
requires 
Senate 
ratification. 
Presidential adviser Henry Kis­ 
singer predicted it will sail 
through with an overwhelming 
margin.

A class of 0-year-olds, entranced as 
they never will be by grammar and the 
jy 
multiplication tables, was being shown 
about new Fire Station 14 in northwest 
Indianapolis. 
The grinning fireman-guide turned on 
the engines’ red flashers, let the sirens 
give a couple of hoots, and scared the 
kids out of their scuffed shoes with a 
blast from one of the air horns. They 
loved it. 
“And this,” he said, “is our pride and 
joy — our new truck for the rescue 
squad.” 
The youngsters thought this vehicle 
was 
w ith______ 
reporter out of his scuffed shoes. 
Capt. Harold Steinmetz, in charge at 
the time, says the rescue men are de­ 
lighted with their new truck because 
it?s big enough to carry four patients 
out of spots where an ambulance, motor 
or helicopter, is impractical or unavail­ 
able. There are spots like that. 
This truck has an awesome supply of 
oxygen tanks, resuscitation equipment, 
power saws that will cut wood or metal, 
power tools that pry things apart, and, 
of course, some fire fighting tools. 
What it doesn’t have is morphine and 
other addictive drugs. A hopnead who 
tries to burgle the rescue truck is wasting 
his time. 
If you smoke in bed in Indianapolis, 
with the inevitable result, or bend your­ 
self and your automobile in the Hoosier 
capital, don’t expect firemen to give you 
a quick dose of pain killer. 
You’ll just have to tough it out until 
a physician arrives or you’re deposited 
in a hospital emergency room. General­ 
ly an ambulance physician will get to 
you at the scene and give you a sedative. 
On a limited access highway, with a 
multiple-vehicle pileup and the Indian- 
apolis-Marion County helicopters busy 
elsewhere, it may seem to be an eternity. 
“There are some cities where rescue 
squads carry drugs,” Capt. Steinmetz 
said. “We don’t. Neither do the other two 
Indianapolis squads. The thinking is that 
an injured person should be given the 
minimum 01 first aid until a physician 
sees him. Heavy medication could do 
more harm than good. 
“In bad bum cases,” the captain said, 
“we don’t try to remove the charred 
clothing. We simply wrap the patient in 
a clean cotton sheet and help get him to 
expert care as quickly as possible. This 
month the Air Force advised us that it 
will fly child patients to the Shrine bum 
centers.” 
If you stack up your car or set your 
bed on fire, the firemen — in Indianap­ 
olis and elsewhere — will risk their lives 
to get you out of the mess. 
They will snap out of deep sleep, and 
be mostly clothed and running to their 
trucks, in 2 seconds after an alarm. And 
that’s the truth. 
Firemen sleep in their underwear, the 
proper attire for the occasion, as the 
Army would put it. Beside their dormi* 
tory cots are one-piece boots and water­ 
proof pants, the familiar fireman’s coat, 
and metal helmet. The men get into 
them in about three motions, then snap 
the fasteners as the truck rolls. 
Station 14 is on one level, like most 
new ones, and has no brass pole. Capt. 
Steinmetz thinks a dormitory snug up 
against the engine room is faster.

RUSHVILLE, FOR INSTANCE — 
THE SMALL SIDE 
OF INDIANA

Reprinted from “Commerce and Indiana” 
Indiana seems to strike two images — either 
one thinks of it as a state of agriculture and 
small farm communities or of manufacturing 
and larger urban areas. The fact is—both images 
are valid. 
The essence and unique flavor of Indiana 
comes from its particular combination of rural 
and urban characteristics. Indiana hat not been 
predominantly an agriculture state with con­ 
comitant rural, small-town preponderance since 
the 1920’s. Still, nevertheless, well over 2 million 
of Indiana’s 5.1 million people live in towns of 
less than 20,000 population. This means that 
small towns and small town life are still an im­ 
portant element in the state’s character and 
composition. 
Take Rushville, Indiana, for example. Located 
in Rush County, Rushville is typical of a prosper­ 
ous Hoosier farm trading center. Founded in 
1822, one year after the organization of the coun­ 
ty and only six years after statehood was declar­ 
ed, Rushville possesses many of those qualities 
that have typified Hoosier life for over a century 
and a half. 
But what are small towns like and what makes 
them such an important ingredient in the total 
Hoosier portrait? Rushville follows the pattern 
of most small towns. 
First of all, there’s a courthouse and a court­ 
house square. In Rushville’s case, the courthouae, 
which was built in 1898, dominates the business 
district and can be seen for many miles in all di­ 
rections. (Like so many small county seats, the 
courthouse was built to monumental propor­ 
tions in relation to the rest of the town.) And, of 
course, with every courthouse square there are 
always a few retired gentlemen who spend their 
leisure time discussing past “victories” beneath 
the shade of the courthouse trees. 
Every small town, and Rushville is no excep­ 
tion, has a Main Street. In Rushville, Main Street 
really is the main street lined with the shop* and 
businesses that add their own special touch of 
personality to the town. 
Down the street from the courthouse is a cloth­ 
ing store, still owned by the aging World War I 
veteran, who doesn’t come to work quite so early 
these days, With a little coaxing, nowever, one 
can still hear tales of doughboys, trenches, and a 
distant mademoiselle. Further down the street 
is a jewelry store operated by a descendant of 
one of the county’s earliest pioneers. 
Over on the corner is the quaint old drugstore, 
with many of the shiny glass apothecary jars still 
lining the shelves. The ornate polished oak dis­ 
play cases, the hardwood floors that creak a little 
here and there, the large rolls of green paper and 
balls of twine for wrapping packages, the me­ 
chanical scale in the comer that tells your for­ 
tune along with your weight for a penny, all add 
to the atmosphere of a time when life was a little 
more simple, a little less hectic, a little more 
“personal.” 
Across the street is the local movie theatre 
which once was a stop on the vaudeville circuit. 
Needless to say, the “X” rated movies haven't 
come to towns like Rushville yet. On another 
street is the new fire station with its clean 
glistening equipment, brass pole, and checker­ 
board ready for a lazy summer afternoon. 
Around the edge of town there are several 
businesses that cater exclusively to the farm* 
oriented economy of the area. Most of the major 
farm implement dealers are represented, plus a 
large grain elevator and some feed stores. All of 
these kinds of businesses are unofficial meeting 
places for the farmers of the area. Although they 
may not look the part when they come to town to 
buy a new part for a tractor or compicker, Hoo­ 
sier farmers are some of the world’s most success­ 
ful farmers. 
Sundays are an especially good time to acquire 
a feeling for Indiana’s rural communities. Re­ 
ligion plays an important part in the lives of the 
people of towns like Rushville. Several impress­ 
ive and historic churches can be found walking 
a few of the streets in the residential areas. The 
friendliness and warmth of the people somehow 
seems even more apparent on a sunny Sunday 
afternoon; picnics in the park, kids fishing along 
the little stream south of town, elderly couples 
napping on a wide front porch, people waving a 
friendly greeting as they pass on the streets. 
There seems to be a sense of stability too. The 
stately Victorian homes framed by huge trees 
that arch over the quiet streets add to the feel­ 
ing of permanence about it all. All these elements 
contribute to the easy relaxed mood of small 
town life. 
East of town is the cemetery. A lot can ba 
learned about a place by looking at its cemetery. 
Just to the left as one passes through the arched 
stone entry gate is an impressive monument to 
the men from Rush County who fought in the 
Civil War. In another section are newer monu­ 
ments to the men of later wars, row on row. Wen­ 
dell Willkie is buried in that cemetery, one of 
Indiana’s best known sons. In the old part there 
are several tombstones that still bear readable 
epitaphs to the early citizens of the town and 
county who were victims of smallpox and cholera 
epidemics. There are also countless other mark­ 
ers for people who never became famous or did 
anything great, except live out their lives as best 
they could. 
All of these are testaments to the trials and 
hardships of those who have gone before, but 
they are also reminders of the pride and stead­ 
fastness of the people of Indiana’s little com­ 
munities. 
But towns like Rushville aren’t just something 
that used to be. They are still there and alive 
and making a positive contribution to Hoosier 
life. Small town living is characterized by mak­ 
ing plans for the new high school, festivals in the 
summertime, the county fair, new industry com­ 
ing to town, the Fourth of July parade, a stroll 
to the park in the evening, a trip to the country 
for some fresh vegetables, and many more little 
things that enrich the lives of the people who 
still live there. 
Indiana is “metropolitan cities.” It is college 
towns. It also is the small communities, 1; 
Rushville.

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Old No. 9 School Featured In Artists’ Sketchbook 


“ An Artists* Notebook” 


Artist Mary Hester 
That lightning never strikes 
■the same place twice is folk­ 
lore. That a tornado shows the 
same respect for real estate 
is disputed by the old timers of 
southwest Posey Township who 
know 
about 
“Old 
Number 
Nine School."More than a cen­ 
tury separates the two violent 
winds that tumbled the walls of 
their school house. Mrs. Mary 
Hester, an artist who has spent 
all of her life in the neighbor­ 
hood, chose this abandoned dis­ 
trict school as the subject for 
her sketching quill. She might 
have 
dramatized 
and 
thus 
"mucked up''* the setting by 
overlaying a funnel cloud in the 
•background. However, being a 
ifarm girl, she knows well that 
‘tornadoes 
roar in from 
the 
•southwest, 
which fact 
would 
.’have placed such a twister in 
'•the foreground, thereby obliter­ 
ating the focal point of her 
drawing. This after - the - fact 
treatment would have shown a 
heap of masonry rubble and a 
'skeletal brick wall as the stark 
•aftermath. Ah me, the tempta­ 
tion in any artist's soul to vio­ 
late the scene with the added 
* touch for the sake of the story 
line! Happily, 
Mary resisted 
•and chose to cast her impres­ 
sion in that happy time prior 
to the 1961 tornado which all 
ibut erased 
the 
evidence 
of 
Schooling in the Sumner Post 
-Office section of Posey Town- 
thip. 
; Mrs. Hester, who has been 
producing and displaying her art 
;works for many years in local 
exhibits, knew the school and 
its surroundings well. She and 
two previous generations of her 
family received their primary 
education here. 
The 
black 
and 
white line 
drawing shows the empty-eyed, 
bell-towered, double-chimneyed 
school as it appeared a dozen 
years ago. It was typical of the 
half-hundred such buildings de­ 
serted in the first quarter of the 
present 
century 
as 
township 
school consolidation gained mo­ 
mentum. Such landmarks were 
razed, converted to dwellings, 
or 
made 
into 
farm storage: 
buildings. A few remained emp­ 
ty to the delight of young lovers 
"and samll boys; “haunted’ , of 
course. Most through neglect 
ihave fallen victim to age and 
the elements. 
The first school at this loca­ 
tion was a 16 foot by 18 foot 
one-room log building cons true t- 
isd. In the crude manner of the 
1830’s. It was built of round 
• logs and probably put up by the 
neighbors in a three day “rollin’ 
■and raisin’ sequence. Logs were 
-chinked with sticks and clay; 
'the roof was clapboard, and the 
floor was of puncheons split 
from small logs hewn fairly 
smooth on the upper side. Since 
school was in session after fall 
harvest 
until 
before 
spring 
planting, a great fireplace was 
built .in. one end of the tingle 
room. This reflected what heat 
didn’t roar up its wattle and 
'stick chimney. When the flue 
i; led to draw properly, which 
was most of the time, the smoke- 
belched out into the room and 
escaped 
through 
the 
loosely 


lapped roof. This made linsey- 
woolsey clothing a necessity. 
The 
student 
seats 
were 
squared-off logs, with the .inci­ 
dence of posterior splinter in­ 
jury high. Very seemly was the 
arrangement of segregation in 
which all the girls were placed 
on one side of the room dis­ 
creetly separated from possible 
outrage at the hands of the 
boys. The teacher’s point of 
vantage for instructing the mul­ 
tiplicity of grades through their 
droning exercises was a raised 
platform. On this elevation was 
a desk and. chair, behind which 
stood or sat the pedagogue, 
poised for a frontal attack on 
the learning mechanisms of his 
charges. 
This first log building was de­ 
stroyed by a tornado in 1851. 
It was replaced by another one- 
room building, 
this time of 
frame that had the construcion- 
al advantages afforded by the 
nearby Swain saw mill. It also 
observed more of the amenities 
such as wood stoves and real 
desks which dealt more gently 
with the basic comforts of the 
educational process. It served 
well, for forty 'years and was 
replaced in 1892 by the one-room 
brick building sketched by Mrs. 


Hester. Modification and im­ 
provement marked each new 
building, 
but none 
held the 
slightest resemblance to the ed- 
ucaional plants of today. All of 
these schools were located at 
the intersection of CR-90O-W and 
CR-100-S. One cannot pass such 
landmarks without speculating 
upon the childhood and adoles­ 
cent experiences of our prede­ 
cessors who got their lickin’ and 
larnin* there. Mary Hester has 
given, us a couple of hints. 
Students carried their cold 
biscuits, cornbread and pork 
lunches in baskets or tin buck­ 
ets. Apples and pears in winter, 
and other fresh fruit in season 
enlivened the menu. Inside the 
schoolroom, water was availa­ 
ble in a bucket with gourd dip­ 
per. No parent feared contam­ 
ination as each child was pun­ 
gent with the aura of asafetida. 
All the traditional schoolyard 
games were played out-of-doors, 
and the standard spelling, ci­ 
phering and other learning by 
rote games were played inside. 
On special occasions the school- 
house was the gathering place 
for neighborhood parties, box 
suppers 
or 
meetings. 
Since 
many students did not go to 


high school, the eighth grade 
graduation was an important oc­ 
casion. During the era of the 
brick school, many such, grad­ 
uations were held by the county 
superintendent in Rushville with 
all. township schools participa­ 
ting. A giganic pitch-in picnic 
with proper graduation parades, 
exercises and awards marked 
the end of many a Rush Coun- 
tian’s formal education. 
Teachers ranging in ability, 
eccentricity and influence from 
fictional Ichabod Crane, through 
Jerusalem 
Webster 
Stiles to 
Miss Dove lived in neighboring 
farm homes and did their stint 
at educating the young. Many 
are remembered with great af­ 
fection and must have done a 
good job. At any rate, most 
such schools were phased, out 
before the “ great depression” 
and remain only as a hook on 
which to hand, the ragged cloak, 
of memory.

Historical Sketch of Rush County 
In The Civil War 
(This paper was prepared for 
a graduate history course at In­ 
diana University in conjunction 
with the Sesquicentennial Cele­ 
bration in Rush County this 
year.) 
The first news of the bombard­ 
ment of Fort Sumter reached 
Rush County on Sunday morn­ 
ing, April 15, 1861. “Nothing ” 
writes Dr. John Arnold, “in 
Rush County has ever exceeded 
the excitement that followed the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter. 
On this Sunday morning in mid- 
April, the people were on their 
way to worship services. The 
sermons 
strayed 
from 
theiu 
usual religious tone as the minis­ 
ters called upon their congrega­ 
tions to rally for the support of 
the Union. 
The citizens of the town were 
not yet aware of the action of 
their governor, Oliver P. Mor­ 
ton, concerning this predica­ 
ment. The preceding day, April 
14, 1861, he had telegraphed 
President Lincoln as follows: 
On behalf of the State of 
Indiana, I tender to you for 
the defense of the Nation 
and to uphold the authority 
of 
the 
Government, 
ten 
thousand men. 
Even before the Fort Sumter 
incident, Governor Morton had 
made inquiries at the War De­ 
partment. concerning armaments 
for Indiana soldiers. Thus it is 
no surprise that he had promised 
to provide 10.000 Indiana men 
for the Union in a matter of one 
day. 
Lincoln’s first call, April 15, 
1861, requested the militia of the 
Union to provide 75,000 men for 
the Union cause. The normal 
Federal .Army consisting of 16,- 
402 men was insufficient even 
for “peace-time troubles with 
the Indians,” according to Gen­ 
eral Winfield Scott. 
Governor Morton had no trou­ 
ble fulfilling his promise to 
President Lincoln. The people 
were wild with enthusiasm; a 
holiday atmosphere was in evi­ 
dence everywhere. The people 
were flocking to the newspaper 
offices in the county to hear the 
latest news. Local newspapers 
released Union propaganda. It is 
ironic that the Jacksonian, a 
local newspaper, had earlier 
'proposed, recognition, of the Con* 
federate States. 
On Wednesday of that week a 
meeting was held, at the court­ 
house where a number of men 
volunteered. As early as the fol­ 
lowing Saturday, 93 men had en­ 
rolled, and pledges were made 
to take care of their families. 
Among these early volunteers, 
was my great-grandfather,. Dan 
Kinney, and a number of his 
friends. The enlisting officer 
would not accept them because 
they were too young. One of the 
boys remarked, “You’ll be glad 
to have us before it’s over.” 
This was quite true because in 
September of 1862 when the 
Union Army was in need of men 
for their upcoming campaigns, 
my great-grandfather was ac­ 
cepted in the 34th Indiana Regi­ 
ment. In less than 10 months, 
he was discharged because of a 
wound from a minnie ball. He 
was not recommended for fu­ 
ture service. The Union needed' 
men so badly that he re-enlisted. 
Five days after the original 
call, Indiana had more than 
enough for its required six regi­ 
ments so Governor Morton held 
the remaining men for a second 
call. The war didn’t end in a few 
months as everyone had ex­ 
pected. Lincoln called for more 
men that summer and Indiana 
always provided her quota. Mor­ 
ton almost always volunteered 
to send more than Lincoln .re­ 
quested. The first 10,000 enlisted 
men were up for discharge after 


serving 'their required 
three 
more months; however, most 
re-enListed again for three more 
years. One officer commented 
that “nine-tenths of them enlist­ 
ed just because somebody else 
was going and the other tenth 
was ashamed to stay home.” 
After all, it was assumed that 
the war would be over shortly 
and serving in the army was a 
means for adventure and excite­ 
ment. 
The winters of 1861 and 1862 
were very disheartening. Bull 
Run, Shiloh, Murfreesboro, and 
battles in the Shenandoah Val­ 
ley offered little hope that the 
end was in sight. The farms 
were neglected because many of 
the boys were at the front; con­ 
sequently, there was a food 
shortage but not as acute as the 
Confederates were experiencing. 
The troops did not have heavy 
clothing for the mountain battles 
in the Shenandoahs. Governor 
Morton sent Robert Owen as an 
emissary to the front for the pur­ 
pose of taking care of the Hoo- 
sier soldiers. Owen, took over­ 
coats and blankets with instruc­ 
tions to take care of the soldiers 
if alive, or bury if dead. The 
letters home were discouraging 
and enlistments were difficult. 
As in all wars the biggest com­ 
plaint concerned the food. One 
soldier said he had counted “32 
worms, maggots, etc.” in a 
single piece of his hardtack. 
Other 
complaints 
were “our 
grub is enough to make a hog 
wish he had never been born.” 
Nevertheless, the Union soldier 
was well supplied when com­ 
pared to the Southerners. 
Medical services were appall­ 
ing. From the letters of Daniel 
Kinney, the truly unsophisticat­ 
ed approach to medicine at this 
time is told. At Atlanta, Geor­ 
gia, he was wounded by an ex­ 
plosive shell which killed one 
man and wounded a number of 
others. 
The 
army 
surgeon 
cauterized the stump of his left 
arm with a. heated, iron wagon 
bolt. Several operations later 
the arm was removed from the 
shoulder socket. There was no 
anesthesia; the orderlies held 
him. The surgeon worked until 
he passed out. He would be re­ 
vived, and the surgeon would 
again start work. Whiskey was 
used as a stimulant. In one let­ 
ter he wrote to his girlfriend, he 
said, “ I have a surprise for you 
when I come home.” He must 
have meant his lost arm. 
A typical company from Rush 
County consisted of the follow­ 
ing: 80 farmers, 8 carpenters, 
2 printers, a barkeeper, a black­ 
smith, a brick layer, a carder, 
a clerk, a harness maker, a 
plasterer, a school teacher and 
a stone mason. The importance 
of agriculture in the county can 
be seen by this distribution. In 
this company, three w-ere born 
in Germany, one in England and 
one in Ireland — the rest were 
all. native born. Seventy two of 
the men were single and twenty- 
seven were married. They rang­ 
ed in age from 18 to 44. The first 
assignment of this company was 
to enter Kentucky to stop the in­ 
vaders. 
Anderson Township was the 
first to satisfy the quota of 30 re­ 
cruits for the 123rd Regiment. 
There were very few men at 
this time who had the military 
experience to take command of 
a unit. To overcome this prob­ 
lem, the government encouraged 
individuals to take the initiative 
in recruiting a regiment. In all 
probability, 
this 
person 
was 
later elected as their command­ 
ing 
officer. 
Actual 
military 
knowledge was acquired on the 
battlefield. However. Governor 
Morton sometimes did not fol­ 
low this procedure. He often 
commissioned men himself while 
ordering them to form a unit.

This was 'the case with, the first 
commander of the group from 
Anderson Township. Governor 
Morton 
commissioned 
John 
Swain, a Quaker, as a Captain 
with orders to recruit 100 men. 
The 123rd was mustered in and 
left for the front on the same 
day escaping 15,000 of Forrest’s 
rebel horsemen near Franklin, 
Tennessee. Captain Swain was 
later killed at the Siege of At­ 
lanta. 
In 1862, there was an order to 
stop all enlistments as the end 
of the war was in sight. Later in 
the summer a call was made 
for 300,000 more troops. The 68th 
was organized at Greensburg 
composed of a number of Rush 
County boys and was captured 
one month later in Kentucky. 
On August 6, 1862, Congress 
passed a draft law which meant 
compulsory military service for 
able-bodied men between the 
ages of 18 and 45. There was 
much popular resentment over 
this. The Confederates had initi­ 
ated the draft earlier that yeti' 
which was the first ever on the 
North 
American 
continent. 
There was a stigma to being 
drafted which, in turn, increased 
the 
number 
of 
enlistments. 
There was resistance to the 
draft around the state with vio­ 
lence in 30 or 40 counties. In 
Walker Township, two enrolling 
officers were shot and fatally 
wounded as they attempted to 
enroll a farm youth. Professor 
L. Esarey of Indiana Univer­ 
sity reported that “ Many of 
these acts were nothing other 
than premeditated murder for 
personal revenge. The lists of 
eligible men were sent to Indi­ 
anapolis where they were drawn 
by a blind man accordng to the 
quota from each county. This 
first draft caused much blood­ 
shed and later was found to be 
quite unnecessary. Indiana was 
8,000 ahead on enlistments when 
this was enacted. 
Rush County contributed 150 
men to this first draft, 4 to the 
second and 26 to the final draft. 
In comparison, our neighboring 
county of Decatur with a similar 
population contributed 45, 17, 
and 64 men to these drafts. 
Evidently our county had not 
contributed their quota of en­ 
listments so they had to draft 
the remaining men. Also, a 
county may have had a difficult 
time fulfillng its quota because 
of the very unjustifiable bounty 
system. The bounties original 
purpose was to help compensate 
volunteers for their loss of in­ 
come in peacetime. On July 22, 
1861, Congress ordered that $100 
be given to every new enlistee 
and by 1864 this had increased 
to $300 with an additional $100 
for veterans. Cities, counties, 
and states competed for these 
new recruits by adding bounty 
money of their own to that which 
the 
federal 
government 
had 
promised. Many poor counties 
were drained of their men as 
they 
enlisted 
in 
neighboring 
counties with the higher boun­ 
ties. This system also produced 
numerous bounty jumpers. A 
man would enlist in one county 
and collect the money. Me then 
deserted and enlisted in another 
county under a different name. 
'Some bounty jumpers “enlisted 
as many as twenty times and 
received as much as $8,000 per 
man.” 
After four years of war and 
devastation between two sec­ 
tions of a divided country, the 
South surrendered at Appomat­ 


tox. The war ended without a 
formal armistice but it had be­ 
gun without a formal daclara- 
tion of war. What had originated 
as a short, romantic conflict 
ended as a bitter struggle which 
cost our country one million 
casualties. 
Rush County was represented 
in all major conflicts — Atlanta, 
Corinth, Franklin, Gettysburg, 
Stone River, Vicksburg — to 
mention a few. Rush County had 
a soldier at Philip!, the first, 
battle of the war in West Vir­ 
ginia, and a soldier at the last 
battle .in Texas at Palmetto' 
Ranch where they marched 250 
miles up the Rio Grande to re- 
occupy a position which had 
been so long in southern hands. 
The size of Rush County’s con­ 
tribution casts doubt that there 
was any widespread sympathy 
in the county for the 
enemy. 
The county sent 
more than 
enough for two full regiments. 
The total spent for bounties was 
$424,000 and $33,000 for reliaf. 
The population of the county at 
this time was 16,193. Of this fig­ 
ure approximately 15 per rent 
served in the Civil War. This 
can be compared with, 16 per 
cent from Wayne County, 15 per 
cent from Henry County, and 12 
per cent from Franklin. Counted 
It seems that the greatest fear 
in the county was that you would 
be too young to be accepted. Tha 
military pay of $11 a month was 
certainly no incentive. 
The tremendous support the 
fam.Ui.es of the county gave to' 
the Union cause can be seen by 
the contribution of tho Martin 
family of Anderson Township», 
All of their ten sons served ill 
the war with the oldest and 
youngest returning to the fam­ 
Uy farm. G. W. Bliss was the 
youngest enlistee from the coigi- 
ty. He was 14 when he enlisted 
in. the 134th Regiment as a 
drummer boy. 
There were two brigadier gen- 
erais from the county, Pleasant 
A. Hackle man and E. H. Wolfe. 
Hackleman bears the distinction 
of being the only brigadier gen­ 
eral from Indiana killed in ec- 
tion. 
On a panel of the Soldiers1 
monument in a Rush County 
Cemetery, Rush County’s serv­ 
ice in the CivU War is told brief­ 
ly in letters of stone. 
“ Rush County furnished for 
the War for the Union 2385 Sd^ 
diera.*1 
The records show the death 
loss in the field of Rush County 
troops to have been 178, but the 
total deaths during and growing 
out of service was not far from 
wo. 
Land was first offered for sale 
in the county in 1820 so this con­ 
flict was the first real test of 
loyalty of the citizens. A num­ 
ber of authorities have question­ 
ed the loyalty of the counties of 
central and southern Indiana 
during the Civil War. Reports of 
a few county boys enlisting on 
the Confederate side during the 
War have been circulated bul 
no real evidence can be found. 
The people of the county prob­ 
ably wish to forget this! 
The War took its toll in the 
county probably doing the great­ 
est damage to those who had to 
live with their wounds and in­ 
juries the rest of their lives. But 
one must not forget the 178 — 
who would never he able to til 
the rich Rush County farm land 
again.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Two 
researchers at the Indiana Uni­ 
versity School of Medicine say 
they have found that factors in­ 
volved in the women’s liber­ 
ation movement are at work in 
problem marriages. 
Dr. James L. Hawkins and 
Mrs. 
Juanita 
Leonard, 
who 
have been directing a marriage 
counseling 
research 
program 
for the past three years, report 
these items in their work: 
—More 
women 
are 
estab­ 
lishing 
careers 
or 
accepting 
major social and community 
responsibilities to create roles 
for 
themselves 
outside 
their 
marriages. 
—More 
women 
are 
taking 
lovers and fewer are willing to 
accept a double standard of 
sexual behavior. 
—More women are rebelling 
against 
the 
housewife-mother 
stereotype and are abandoning 
homes and families to begin 
new lives. 
The purpose of the research 
project is to establish a mar­ 
riage counseling system which 
could be adopted by community 
agencies or other groups with 
an interest in the changing, 
troubled condition of American 
marriages. 
Mrs. Leonard said the new 
privileges 
being 
claimed 
by 
wives are “scaring the guys. 
Even when they are not person­ 
ally 
confronted 
with 
this, 
they're 
scared 
because 
they 
know that the traditional basis 
of marriage is shifting—and it’s 
shifting to the advantage of the 
women.” 
Dr. Hawkins said men are 
more emotionally fragile than 
women. And, when a man dis­ 
covers his wife in an affair, the 
husband takes this as a terrible 
assault on his status as master 
and on his sexual competency. 
“Most men have shaky self­ 
esteem on sexual competency— 
they worry and they’re vulner­ 
able,” Hawkins said. 
The research team has coun­ 
seled more than 180 couples 
who have come for help, with 
most damaged marriages re­ 
sulting from problems in com­ 
munications, they said. 
“It's partly a problem that 
the husband 
and wife 
have 
trouble talking about the true, 
fundamental causes of their un­ 
happiness with each other, but 
it is just as often a problem 
that they really are not listen­ 
ing to each other,” said Mrs. 
Leonard. 
“We have husbands who are 
exceptionally 
good 
commu­ 
nicators at work—they take it 
seriously, they study it, so they 
can 'be' sensitive and. adept. We 
have wives who are incredible 
with their children. They catch 
every mood, every nuance. But 
they just don’t use these skills 
with each 
other. 
They turn 
them off, stop listening, feeling, 
communicating,” Dr. Hawkins 
said.

—Talk about the real prob­ 
lems, the real causes for un­ 
happiness, and listen when your 
wife or husband talks back. 
—Don’t see your husband or 
wife in the role of the ster­ 
eotype—wife 
as 
maid 
and 
mother, husband as provider 
and disciplinarian. 
—Recognize 
that 
husbands 
and wives have widely varying 
talents and incompetencies. Let 
them develop their talents even, 
if this is completely different 
from the stereotyped roles of 
wife and husband. 
—Accept the fact that most 
men and women need to assert 
and develop their individuality 
with some sort of life outside 
their marriage. And accept the 
fact that the development of 
this individuality need not be 
any threat in a basically sound 
and happy marriage. 
—If 
good 
marriage 
coun­ 
seling is available, think about 
using the service even while 
the marriage is sound and hap­ 
py, 
in somewhat of a pre­ 
ventive maintenance program.
